GERMANY IS BEATEN. 


The New York Times, which has 
been foremost among. the United 
States newspapers not only in 
giving reliable news of the war, 
but also in placing before its 
readers the real meaning of the 
terrible disaster, comes out. edi- 
torially in a strong article advis- 
ing the German people of the Un- 
ited States to use their influence 
upon the Fatherland in bringing 
the terrible war to a close. 

“Germany is doomed to sure 
defeat,” says The Times. “Bank- 
_Tupt in statesmanship, over- 

matched,in arms, under ‘the mor- 
al condemnation of the whole of 
the civilized world, befriended 
only by the Austrian and the 
Turk, two backward-looking and 
dying nations, desperately fbat- 
tling against the hosts of three 
great powcrs, to which. reinforce- 
ments from states now neutral 
would certainly come, should the 
decision be long deferred, she 
pours out the blood of her heroic 
subjects and wastes her diminish- 
ing substance in a hopeless strug- 
gle that Postpenes but cannot 
alter the hopeless decree. Yet the 
doom of the German nation may 
become the deliverance of the Ger- 
man people if they will betimes 
but scize and hold their own,’ 

The Times refers to the down- 
fall of German diplomacy, 
__both in Vienna 4nd. Pp ad, 
and also in London, of the, col- 
lapse of the war machine and the 
threatening attitude of neutral: 
nations. ‘The world cannot, will 
not, let Germany win in this 
war,” says The Times. “With her 
dominating all Europe, peace and 
security, would vanish from the 
earth. A few months ago the 
world only dimly comprehended 
Germany; now it her thor- 
oughly. So if Britain, France 
and Russia cannot prevail against 
her, Italy with her two mi lions, 
the sturdy Highlanders, the 
Swiss (hard men in a fight), the 
Danes, the Greeks and the Balk- 
ans will come to their aid and 
make sure that the work is finish- 
ed, once for all.” 

The Times makes an appeal to 
the German-Americans to plead 
with the Fatherland to discon- 
tinue the war and make further 
terrible sacrifice unnecessary. 

“The sword must go, the scab- 
bard, too, and the shining arm- 
or. gf the Germans here have at 
all the car of the Germans there, 
can they not tell them so? They 
have come here to escape the ev- 
crlasting din of war’s trumpet; 
they have come to find peace and 
comfort in a land of liberty and 
law, where government rests on 
the consent of the governed, 
Where the people, by their chosen 
representatives, when there is a 
uestion of going into the trench- 
ts to be slain, have something to 
say about it.” 

This statement is very interest- 
ing, because it comes from a lead. 
ing paper of a neutral nation. It 
is an unprejudiced opimon..

HIGH PRICES TO RULE 
CATTLE DURING 1915. 


FOR 


Chicago, Dec. ?4.—An unprece 
dented condition has existed at 
American live stock markets dur- 
ing the past ten days. Values at 
Chicago dropped $1 to $3 per 
hundredweight, or $10 to $30 per 
head. Coincident with lifting the 
Jowa ‘quarantine cattle were 
thrown overboard, with the 1m 
sult that Chicago received over 
70,000 the third week of Decem 
ber Under normal conditions 
some 20,000 would have pone 
back to the country fos finishing 
purposes, but with a strict em 
bargo on the stocker movement, 
it was necessary tu slaughter ev- 
erything and congestion ensued, 
packers having us many as 40, 
000 unkilled cattle On their 
hands at one time. On this run 
thousands of fat bullocks sold at 
$8 to $9 thal were worth $9.50 
to $11 the previous week, and the 
money lost by ceuntry shippers 
would have furnished capital for 
a pretentious bank. The frenzied 
liquidation can bave but: one re-| 


sult, scarcity and high prices 
during the first half of 1915. Liq- 
uidattion will probably run its 
course in January and should dis- 
ease be stamped out and fat cat- 
tle values soar, an unprecedented 
scramble for stock cattle during 
the late winter and spring months 
is certain. 

To what extent liquidation in- 
cidental to the epidemic has im- 
paired the 1915 supply of beef is 
subject of conjecture, but be-

Purchas- 
es have been made largely at

the high end of the ‘range, but it 
must be evident that if Europe 
continues buying on the present 
scale for another few months few 
horses will be left in the country. 
It is significant that both British 
and French are concentrating 
their purchascs, the apparent ob- 
ject*being to acquire horses rath- 
er than rush them to the war 
theatre im France, and the fact is 
ill-coneealed that not all of this 
steck is-intended for fighting pur- 
poses. _ In other words, Europe 
is draining North America of 
horses with the ob‘ect of replac- 
ing farm stock commandeered at 
the ‘beginning of the war. Along 
about the time when purchasing 
for spring work begins this will 
be realized. Europe is far-sight- 
ed;as a rule, and much of the 
money now being spent for hors- 
es on this side is in anticipation 
of post bellum necessities.

PROVINCIAI, GOVERNMENT 
TO BE ASKED TO VOTE $150- 
000 FOR UNEMPLOYMENT 
RELIEF. 


Edmonton, Dec. 24.—That the 
provincial government of Alberta 
be urged to appropriate the sum 
of $150,000 for the immediate re- 
lief of the unemployed in the cit- 
ies of Calgary, Medicine Hat, 
Lethbridge and Edmonton, was 
the decision reached at a conier- 
ence yesterday in Mayor Henry's 
office at the city hall. 

Calgary was represented by 
Alderman W. G. Hunt, Alderman 
I. G. Ruttle, and Alex. Ross, of 
the Calgary Labor 
Council; Lethbridge by 
Hardie and Commissioner Reid; 
Medicine Hat by Mayor-elect A. 
C. Hawthorne and Edmonton by 
Mayor Henry, Alderman Kinney, 
Commissioner Booth, Civic Reliet 
Officer Turnbull, Welfare League 
Secretary Davidson, and A. Far- 
inilo, secretary of the Trades and 
Labor Council. 

The problem of unemployment 
is recognized as becoming more 
and more acute in the larger cit- 
les throughout the province, ow 
ing to the migration of the un 
employed to those puints, and 
the members of the delegation, 
after discussing the question ex 
haustively, were avreed that it is 
the duty of the Provincial and 
Dominion governments to co op 
crate with the different. cities 
Kive dmumediate rehet. bt was es 
tunated that) Calyary and Kd- 
mMonton should cach be piven by 
the Alberta povermment at least 
$50,000 to his cud, Medicine Hat 
and Lethbridge $15,000, and the 
remaining $20,000 tu be used for 
some of the smaller towns in Al 
berta having orgamzations for re 
lict

“The manner in which it is 
proposed to purchase these hors- 
es should result in paying the 
farmer or owner an amount con- 
siderably in excess of that which 
he would receive from the middle- 
man. However, to make it suc- 
cessful, we must have the full co 
operation of the farmer.

NATURALIZATION ACT IN EF- 
FECT JANUARY 1. 

Ottawa, ec. 24.—Lhe coming 
into cect ot the Inperial Natur- 
alization Act on January 1 wiil 
introduce an entirely new set of 
conditions relating to the making 
into citizens of the Dominion 
aliens ‘who have made Canada 
their home. The most striking 
uiterence between the new and 
the present acts will be that un- 
der the new act aliens naturaliz- 
ed,in the Dominion will be given 
not only Dominion, but  world- 
wide British nationality. They 
will be entitled to the protection 
of tue British flag no matter 
Where they‘go. Should a German 
after peace has been ‘declared 
come to Canada, and after the 
lapse of five years be naturalized 
under this inter-impcrial arrange- 
ment, he would be recognized as 
a British citizen even in the event 
of his return to Germany. An 
alicn other than a native of the 
United States, who has been nat- 
uralized under the present act, is 
entitled to the rights of British 
citizenship only within the Do- 
minion. A native of: the United 
States has wider privileges by 
virtue of a treaty agreed to by 
Great Britain and the United 
States in 1870. 

An important feature of this 
new inter-imperial legislation not 
hitherto emphasized is that it 
Inaintains and strengthens the 
autonomous rights of the over- 
seas dominions. This is so be 
cause it is by virtue of this act, 
and not by virtue of imperial leg- 
Islation on the subject, that  ali- 
ens naturalized under the new 
law will secure world-wide recoy- 
nition as subjects of the empire. 
It was at first proposed that the 
Whole matter should be dealt 
with by imperial legislation, but 
the representatives of the’ over- 
seas dominions objected and the 
Mnpertal ministers readily con 
ceded the right of the dominions 
in the matter. As a result a 
precedent has been established 
Which will strengthen the posit- 
lon of Canada in all matters in 
Which the Dominion was delegat- 
ed the right to legislation by vir- 
tue of the provisions of the Brit 
ish North America Act 

ln view of the near approach of 
the date on which the new act 
Will Come into effect, and the de- 
sire of government that its 
general provisions should be un- 
derstood, a memorandum was is

Dominion for five 
years. This means that many 
naturalized Canadians who re- 
ceived' their certificates recently 
after residing but three years in 
Canada, will have to wait until 
five years is up before they will 
receive the new ‘certificate en- 
titling them to world-wide Brit- 
ish hationality. 

The repeal.of the present act is 
also subject to the provision that 
persons residing in Canada on 

January 1 may apply and obtain 
naturalization under this‘ act. 
There will, therefore, be two 
methods of naturalization during 
the following three years, the 
first requiring only three years of 
residence and cofferring naturali- 
_zation: within the Dominion, ‘and 
the. second requiring five years of 
residence and conferring ~ British 
nationality for all intents and 
purposes. 

The sconditions and qualifica- 
tions of naturalization under the 
new act are as follows: 
| (1) ° Residence within His Maj- 
esty’s dominions for a period of 
not less than five years, or ser- 
vice under the Crown for the 
same period within the last eight 
years before the applicatéon. 

(2) Residence in Canada ‘for 
nor less than one year immedi- 
ately preceding the application, 
and previous residence either in 
Canada or in some other part of 
His Majesty’s dominions for a 
period of four years within the 
last eight years before the appli- 
cation. 

(3) Good character. 

(4) An adequate knowledge of 
the English or French ‘languages. 

(5) A gntention, if a certifi- 
cate is granted, to reside in His 
Majesty’s dominions or to enter 
or cohtinuc in the service of the 
Crown. 

Notices of application for nat- 
uralization must be posted by the 
applicant in the post office ‘near 
est to his residence and in the of- 
fice of the clerk of the court un- 
til considered by the court. It is 
in the hands of the court to de- 
cide whether or not the applicant 
has an adequate knowledge of 
English or French. The judge al- 
so has it in his power to require 
evidence to prove that the appli- 
cant is of good character, and if 
necessary can adjourn the hear- 
ing to secure the evidence of wit- 
nesscs. . 

The fee for naturalization will 
be five dollars, and for re-natur- 
alization three dollars. There is 
no further fee to be paid except 
50 cents for takifig the oath 
allegiance.

Ottawa, Dec. 24.—On behalf of 
the executive committee of tie 
Canadian Peace Centenary As 
sociation, Sir Edmund Walker, 
president, and C. F. Hamilton, 
Secretary, have given out che fel- 
lowing nfessage for publication: 

Ottawa, Dec. 24, 1914. 
“To the People of Canada: 

“This Christmas Eve marks the 
completion of a full century since 
the siyming of the treaty cf 
Ghent, which put an end to war- 
fare between the British Empire 
‘and the United States yf Ameri- 
‘can In a few wecks, on Feb. 17, 
it will be one hundred years since 
the ratification of that treaty. 
A century has now clapsed since 
British and American arms were 
matched in national strife. It is 
a pruat atmiversary which we 
commend to the attention of the 
people of Canada; ‘auspicium 
melioris aevi,’ to quote,the miot- 
to of an order of chivalry which 
is peculiarly associated with the 
growth and progress ef the Brit- 
ish Empire. The first century of 
peace has how elapsed; .may many 
more follow it: 

“We address. this appeal to 
your memory of the history of 
our continent), in a solema and 
moving time.

“Firmly as we British peoples 
have grasped the sword, resolved 
as we are not to sheathe it ex- 
cept with honor and with a new 
security, we are convinced that 
the dealings of the great empire 
and the great republic afford a 
noble example to the rest of the 
world. They remain as our ideal 
in international rclations, and 
coming as the centenary does at 
so troublesome and absorbing a 
time, we urge the Canadian pco- 
ple to celebrate it with devout 
thankfulness and as a, pledge of 
happier times to come,

Rome, Dec. 25.—A company of 
Italian sailors today occupied 
Avlona, a seaport of Albania on 
the Adriatic sca. 

Recent despatches from Athens 
by way of Paris said that an- 
archy reigned at Avlona and that 
,the region around the Albanian 
seaport was a prey to civil war. 
Partisans of Kemal Bey last 
‘month forced the government to 
{haul down the Turkish flag and 
hoist the Albanian colors. Essa 
Pasha, the commander-in-chief of 
the Turkish forces in Albania, 
then sent 500 soldiers to Avlona 
jand they disarmed the inhabit- 
;ants and restored the Turkish 
flag. Italian naval forces occu- 
pied Aviona on October 26, but 
the expedition was iif the nature 
of a relief and sanitary organiz- 
ation which purposed to aid. the 


large population which had taken: 
the , 


refuge in the city to escape 
persecutions of the insurgents. 
Everything was done by the Ital- 
ian government to remove from 
the expedition anything savoring 
of political or territorial occupa- 


tapn. Pains were taken to show 
that the steps taken by Italy 
wero merely for the purpose of 
secing that the decision of the 


London conference creating an au 
tonomous Albania was carried 
out.

About three weeks ago we had 
a similar affair, but with a cargo 
steamer carrying live stock from 
Scotland to Norway. In this 
cas? collision actually took placc. 
She was about 5, tons and 
struck us bow on, the port side, 
amidships. Her masts came 
down with a run, ber bows 
‘crumpled up like paper against 
our armored sides, letting go the 
anchors and cables, the notse of 
which was terrific! She then fell 
away from us and signalled that 
she was sinkiny. We towered a 
boat and as officer of watch I 
went away in charge. It was 
very rough at the time and we 
had the greatest difficulty in mak- 
ing any headway at all against 
the heavy seas, and narrowly cs- 
caped being swamped. I found it 
impossible to get alongside her 
and was afraid she might go 
down suddenly and engulf us. 
Eventually we managed to estab- 
lish a tow between her -and_ the 
next battleship astern of us. She 
was towed into , and as 
far as I know, was safely beach- 
ed. Apparently no lives were 
lost. -The damage done to us was 
not very serious. One of our 
plates was stove in and the chap- 
lain’s cabin was demolished. 

So far we have .onky dapn +-at- 
tacked by submarines and float- 
ing mines. A few days ago a tor- 
pedo fired from a submarine pass- 
ed just ahead of us without doing 
any damage. I am afraid before 
long one of us will suffer. Our 
luck has been perfectly extraor- 
divary of late. We ought to have 
been sunk twice in the last three 
weeks.

feature of the treasure of the 
Cathedral of Rheims, and of 
which it has been impossible to 


find any trace since the destruc- 
tion of that ancient fanc by the 
Germans and their occupation of 
the city of Rheims. Whether it 
has perished in the conflagration 
of the cathedral, or has been car- 
ried off by German looters, it is 
impossible to say. But it is fear-.

The further development of this

In 
ithe beginning of July last, we 
are informed, the Traian foreign 
;Minister, the late Marquis di San 
Giuliano, urged that moderation 
should be shown by Austria in 
the pressure she was bringing to 
bear on Servia, lest Russia 
should intervene on behalf of the 
little Slav Kingdom. The reply 
was that Russia, weakened by the 


" War.with Japan, was not yet suf- 
fy HCRORT STR Re aatertera and 
the fact that. Russia accepted _af- 


front after Austria’s breach of 
international law and treaty ob- 
ligations, in annexing Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, was mentioned in 
proof of the contention of Vienna 
that the Czar had no means of 
making his hand felt in the Balk- ' 
ans. When dount was expressed 
whether Russia submission would 
go so far as to tolerate the re- 
duction of the terrjtory anJd ihe 
limitation of ‘the’ independence of 
Servia, the retort was that ‘the 
intervention of Russia would be 
answered by the participation of 
Germany in the war.” Then the 
point was advanced by the Jate 
loreign minister of Italy that in 
the grave circumstances sugpest- 
ed «the intervention of Great 
Britain would be inevitable. But 
here both Berlin and Vienna 
were ready with assurances. They’ 
were ‘‘convinced that at the last 
moment Great Britain would not 
take upon herself the risk of en- 
tering, a European war.’’ It was 
in vain that the warning was giv- 
en that ‘‘the exact opposite’ of 
what the two empires reckoned 
on would occur. There and then, 
it may be said, Italy withdrew 
from the Alliance, and the ulti- 
matum to Servia wus sent with- 
out her being either consulted or 
notified. 

The Edinburgh Scotsman com- 
ments caustically on the fact that 
no question was raised here of 
right or of good faith. “‘It was 
c nsidered enough if the two Teu- 
sonic ;owers kept faith with one 
another. This, in their view,, was 
the only sacred obligation; all 
others existed only to be broken 
if they happened to stand in the 
way of their plans.”’ It will also 
ve noted how invaria ly the dip- 
lomacy of Berlin and Vienna, un- 
scrupulous in its ends and brutal 
in its methods, turned out to be 
wrong in its calculations. It was 
fatally wrong in its estimates of 
the actions of Bulgaria, of Ser 
via, of Italy, of Russia, and, last 
but nog least, Great Britain. 
How contemptibly and transpar- 
ently false the pleas and pretenc- 
es of the German chancellor, in 
his last speech in the Reichstag, 
look in the light of these revela- 
tions! He charged Russia and 
France with aggressive motives 
and intentions. It is seen that it 
was Germany and her ally that 
throughout meditated and pre 
pared for aggression. He had the 
hardihood to accuse Britain of 
having betrayed and sacrificed the 
peace of Europe. It is establish- 
ed that the plot against peace, 
ireedom, and international law 
was conceived at Berlin and 
hatched at. Vienpa, and that it 
was a sin déliberately committed 
in full hight of the tremendous 
consequences and in the teeth of 
warning.

TURKS’ -TREATY WITH GER- 
MANY. 
Sofia, via Rome, Dec. -29.—At- 


leged details are printed here of | 


the treaty between Germany and 
Turkey which was signed in the 
middle of November. Getmany 
agreed to supply the necessary 
war material and moncy through- 
out the war, in addition to offie- 
crs, expert artillerymen ‘and ¢n- 
gineers. In case of German  vic- 
tory that nation agreed ‘to. pay 
Turkey one-fifth of the war in- 
demnity which she will reecive 
from the allies, In case of de- 
feat Germany pledged herself to 
defend the territorial integrity of 
Turkey. 

In consideration of these prom- 
ises, Turkey on her part agreed 
to declare war on England -and 
Russia and to proclaim a_ holy 
war. She also promised to fol- 
low Germany’s plans and not to 
conclude a‘ separate peace with 
any of the enemies of Germany.

AUSTRIAN ARMY IN GALICIA 
NEAR DISSOLUTION. 

Petrograd, Dec. 29.—The latest 
official dispatches from the front 
indicate that the Austrian army 
in Galicia is nearing dissolution 
and is struggling in disorder 
through the Carpathians. Thous- 
ands of Austrians are surrender- 
ing. The Russians are holding 
the Germans on the lower  Vis- 
tula and the Pilica, where the 
Germans are shattering their 
army ‘in repeated blows against 
the solid wall. The defeat of the 
two Austrian armics in the south 
has opened the way for a contin- 


uation of the Russian plan of 
campaign against Cracow and 
Silesia. At the safne time the 


force opposing the Germans along 
the Bzura, before Warsaw, is be- 
ing constantly reinforced and a 
retirement of Hindenberg’s army 
theré can be tooked for any day.

Petroyrad, Dec. 28.—The Turks 
have been draven from the dis- 
trict of Transtehovoch by the 
Russian Black Sea fleet.
